New Madrid, February 18.—The body of David C. Kimes, formerly sher­ 
iff of New Madrid County, who was found fatally injured on Highway 
61 
near Conran early Tuesday morning, was removed to Cape Girardeau Thurs­ 
day morning after a preliminary examination here Wednesday, failed to lo­ 
cate a bullet which is believed to have caused his death. A coroner s verdict 
in the case is being withheld by J. H. Holeman, coroner of New Madrid Coun­ 
ty until after the X-ray examination.

Kimes, former sheriff of New Madrid 
County, who was found fatally injur­ 
ed Tuesday morning on Highway 61,

assailant. 
Kimes’ last statement was 
that he was struck by a Dixie-Grey- 
hound bus. 
The former officer, 
according 
to 
Sheriff A. F. Stanley had “thrown a 
party” with three 
friends 
Monday 
and Monday night. 
They walked up 
and down the highway near Conran 
visiting houses along the road, 
but 
about 9 o’clock that night the party 
broke up, each of four men going to 
his home. 
His three friends 
were 
closely questioned during the inves­ 
tigation, but were unable to 
throw 
additional light upon the case. 
All 
three visited at the Kimes residence 
a mile east of Conran, shortly after 
he was brought home injured. 
The driver of a Bamby bread truck 
found the wounded man about a mile 
south of Conran about 3:15 
o’clock 
Tuesday morning, and at once noti­ 
fied Charles Dockery, night marshal 
of Portageville and Dick Payne, who 
went 
at once 
to the scene. 
Kimes 
was conscious and after being remov­ 
ed to his home, died at 10:45 o clock 
that morning. 
Dr. Claude McRaven of Marston, 
who attended Kimes before his death, 
discovered a small hole about 
two 
inches under the left shoulder blade, 
which is believed to have caused his 
death. 
Bruises on 
the 
body 
were 
held to be 
superficial. 
Officials 
of 


that an autopsy be held in order 
to 
discredit the theory that Kimes was 
fatally injured by a motor bus while 
walking along the highway. 
Doctors found the 
left 
shoulder 
blade shattered, and held that

condition might have been caused by 
a bullet although probing failed 
to 
locate definite proof that Kimes had 
been shot. The condition might have 
been caused by a blow, it was held, 
although the blade might have been 
shattered by a bullet. 
Kimes left his farm home, one and 
one-half miles east of Conran early 
Monday night, and was in company 
of three of his friends, until about 9 
o’clock. 
Members of his family had 
not seen him until he was 
brought 
home injured. 
The former officer was a son 
of 
Judge and Mrs. Frank Kimes, 
and 
was 55 years old. He was born near 
Point Pleasant, October 27, 1876, and 
was married to Miss Alice Lee Griffith 
of New Madrid, who survives him. He 
also leaves seven children, Estella, 
Hartzel, D. C., Jr., Mary, Tom, Shap- 
leigh and Marguerite, all 
of 
whom 
but Estella and Marguerite, who are 
at Long Beach, Calif., reside at home. 
Kimes resided on a farm practi­ 
cally all of his life and in 1912 was 
elected as sheriff on the Democratic 
ticket. 
He served four years, until 
1916, and was active in political cir­ 
cles. 
A brother, Jess Kimes, of St. Louis, 
was connected with the Sikeston Mer­ 
cantile Company several years ago, 
and also operated a shoe store in Sik­

through a cut or slough north of the 
city. 
A ditch on the north side of 
the road was not large enough to car­ 
ry away the sudden volume of water, 
and 
for 
several 
hours 
the bank 
threatened to give way. 
Had it done 
so, “Dog Trot” and 
“Frisco” 
sec­ 
tions of the city would have been in­ 
undated. 
The 
break 
was 
averted, 
however, by city workmen, who under 
the direction of Lon Swanner, sand­ 
bagged the dyke. 
A freakish prank of water confined 
in a low area south of the buildings, 
assisted by back pressure in the city 
storm sewer flooded 
the 
basement

almost continual downpour of rain, 
which according to the official gauge 
was measured as 3.25 inches in twen­ 
ty-four hours.

from curb to curb in some sections 
of town, the levee or dyke north of 
the eity caused 
concern 
for

time, a highway culvert east of the 
city slowed up traffic, and the furnace 
room of the new highway garage was 
flooded with thirteen feet of water, 
dam aging the heating plant and aux­ 
iliary equipment. 
A road constructed east and west 
in the north limits of the city by the
